Kansas. — Month of September, 1908. Population, census 1900, 
1,470,195. Total deaths, from contagious and infectious diseases, 90, 
including tuberculosis 48, enteric fever 32, and diphtheria 10. Cases: 
tuberculosis 82, enteric fever 222, diphtheria 104, scarlet fever 112, 
smallpox 25, and measles 8. 

Minnesota — Minneapolis.— Month of October, 1908. Estimated 
population, 300,000. Total number of deaths, 278, including diphtheria 
12, enteric fever 11, and 32 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 168, 
enteric fever 24, scarlet fever 17, smallpox 22, and tuberculosis 19. 

Montana.— Month of October, 1908. Estimated population, 280,000. 
Reports of the State board of health show as follows: Total number of
